Now the whole World knows whether 
France had the leaſt Cauſe to complain of 
any Aggreſſion, at the Time when ſhe 
thought proper to invade the Dominions 
of this Princeſs with numerous Armies, 
and in Contempt of the moſt ſolemn 
Treaties. He had a little before ſaid, That 
the Emperor of France had entered into a 
War, in order to oppoſe the Election of the 
Grand Duke. How then could the Queen 
his Conſort be the Aggreſſor in a War be- 
gun in 1741, and in which ſhe was but 
too much engaged, to defend herſelf a- 
gainſt thoſe whom the Count de Caſtellane 
preſently after calls its Aggreſſors in Ger- 
many, maintained, as is notorious, by the 
whole Power of France ?

given their Approbation of it. 


The End of the MEMORIAL. 
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' 11, Here is a new Species of Aggre/- 


fron, The Emperor is an Aggreſſor againſt 


the Ottoman Empire by the Foſſeſtan of 
Tuſcany, which he has received in Ex- 
change for the Dutchies of Lorrain and 
Barr. The Empreſs Queen is likewiſe 
an Aggreſſor againſt France, by the Elec- 
tion of her Auguſt Spouſe, which happened 
the 13th of Sept. 1745, after that Crown 
had undertaken a War in 1741, and had 
ſolemnly declared it in 1744. Y 
Had not the Vote of Bohemia been ex- 
cluded in the Election of the late Emperor 
Charles the VIIth, the Empreſs Queen 
would not have debated a Moment about 
acknowledging him, notwithſtanding the 
War which ſubſiſted between her and that 
Prince. All the Writings publiſhed in her 
Name teſtify to the Truth of this. | 
It ſeems, the Sublime Port has not deigned 
to pay any Attention to this Memorial. 


But it certainly merits the whole of that of 


the Publick. The Cour of Vienna would 
never haye dare impute to that of 
France, the whole of what is now diſco- 
vered. She has always endeavour'd, and 
does ſtill endeavour to do nothing con- 
trary to what the crowned Heads recipro- 


cally owe each other, even in the midſt of 
D2 War.
